I have been asked by the Editors to focus my comments on the topic of 'Change at 
GNS'; this, of course, is somewhat difficult for me, given that I am one of the changes, 
have no knowledge of GNS prior to this year, and so have no reference point from 
which to observe any changes. I will attempt, therefore, to give a perspective on change 
in general. 

First let me say that change in a school is both inevitable and desirable. We claim 
to prepare students for a successful and constructive role in what is a rapidly 
developing society; if we do not reflect and respond to that development, our students 
will be limited in their options upon graduation. The secret, of course, is to change and 
grow while preserving the characteristics which give the school its unique identity. 

What are those characteristics in the case of GNS? You know better than 1 do; By 
the time you graduate you may have been here longer than most teachers, and you will 
certainly have a more complete image of the school than any other member of the 
community. It is likely that most of your friendships, your activities and your interests 
have grown out of the school context, and it is these elements which form, in every 
meaningful sense, the school identity. 

Changes in administration, like changes in curriculum, can only have a 
peripheral effect; they only affect what the school does, not what it is. That is 
determined by the individuals who make up the school, of whom you, the students, 
form the overwhelming majority, and which therefore is unique to any particular year. 
It is this unique identity, made up of people rather than policies, which a yearbook 
preserves. In years to come you will search through it in vain for any idea of what the 
school policies were in 1992/1993, because they will be irrelevant. What you will be 
looking for, and what you will find, are the memories of the particular mix of 
characters that you grew up with. 

So, this yearbook represents the real identity of the GNS that you have known, 
and which is immune to any changes of administration or policy; hang on to it. 

(P.S. It is comforting that some things never change: in writing this yearbook 
article I have gone through what is, for me, a very familiar pattern of fine intentions 
missed deadlines, and embarrassed explanations to a reproachful editor.)
